The General uſe of Phyſik. 


|| Shall defice thee, who ever thou 
art that inrendeſt the Noble 
(though roo much abuſed) ſtudy of 
Phyſick, to mind heedfully theſe fol. 
lowing rules, which being well an- 
derſtood, ſhew thee the Key of Galen 
and Hypocrates their Merhod of Phy- 
ſick. He thar uſeth their Method,snd 
is not heedful of rheſe rules, may 
ſoon Tinker-like, Mend one hole, and 
make two ? Care one Dilſcaſe, and 
cauſe another more deſperate. 

Thar then thou maieſt underſtand 
what intend, Iris to diſcoyer in a 
general way the manifeſt Verrucs 
of Medicines. 

I ſay of the »1nifeſt Vertue, and 
Qualities viz. Such as are obvious ro 
the Senſes, eſpecially ro the raſte and 
{mell, For it hath been rhe praQtice 
of moſt Phyfirians ( 1 ſay nor of all ) 
in rheſe later ages as well as ours, 
to ſay when they cannot give, ncr 


are minded to ſtudy a reaſon, Why 
an Herb,Plant,&c, hath ſuch an ope= 
ration, or producerh ſuch an effe& 
in the Body of man : Ic doth ir by an 
hidden quality : For they not mind- 
ing the whole Creation, as one ani= 
ted Body, not knowing what belongs 
to Aſtral Influence, not regarding thar 
exceilenr harmony the only wiſe 
God hath made in a compoſition of 
contraries (in the knowledge of which 
conſiſts the whole ground and foune 
dation of Phyſick ) nv more than a 
horſe that goes along the ſtreer re- 
gards when the Clock ſtrikes, are to= 
tally led by the noſe by that monſter 
Tradition, who feldome begers any 
children, bur they prove either tools 
or knaves, and this makes them ſo 
bruriſh, that they can give no reiſon 
for the operation of a Medicine, bur 
whar is an obje& to ſenſc , this their 
Worſhips call manifeſt , and the o« 
ther hidden, becauſe ir is hidde:;

If the World be compoſed of Ex- 
tremes, then ir a&ts by Extremes, for 
as the man is, ſo is his work: rhere- 
fore it. is impoſſible that any Medi- 
cine can be remperate, but may be 
reduced to heat,cold,dryneſs,or moi- 
ſture, and muſt operate (I mean ſuch 
as operate by manifeſt quality) by 
one of theſe, becauſe there is no ©» 
ther to operate by, and that there 
ſhould be ſuch a remperate mixture, 
ſo exquiſitely of theſe qualities ig any 
medicine,thar one of them ſhould nor 
maniteſtly excel the orher, I doubt ir 
is a Syſteme too rare ro find. 
Thus thenI conclude the matrer ts 
be, thoſe medicines are called Tem»

perare (nor becauſe they have no exe 
ceſs of temperature at all in them) 
which can neither be {aid ro hear 
nox 
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nor cool ſo much as will amount to 
the firſt degree of exceſs, for daily ex- 
pericace witnefſeth, that rhey being 
added ro Medicines, change not their 
qualitics, chey make chem neither 
hotrer nor colder. 

Their uſe, They are uſed in ſuch 
Diſeaſes where there is no manifeſt 
Diſtemper of the firſt qualirics, viz, 
heat and cold ; For example ; In ob- 
ſtruRion of che Bowels, where cold 
medicines. might make rhe Obſtru- 
Qion greater » and hot medicines 
cauſe a Feaver. 

In Feavers of Flegms where the 
cauſe is cold and moiſt, and che cf- 
feR hot and dry ; in luchy uſe tem- 
perate medicines which may neither 
encreaſe the Feaver by their hearznor 
condenſate the flegm by their” cold» 
neis, p 

Befides, Becauſe conrrarics are ra- 
ken away by their contraries, and e- 
very like maintained by irs like; they 
are of great uſe, to preſerye the con- 
ſicurion of rhe body temperate, and 
the body ir ſelf in ſtrength and vigor, 
and may be uſed withour danger, or 
fear of danger, by conſidering whar 
part of the body is weak, and ufing 
ſuch remperate medicines as are ap= 
propriated to that parr, 


Of Medicines bet. 

The care gf the ancient Phyſicians 
was {uch, that they did not labour to 
hide from, bue impart to Poſteriry, 
not only the temperature of medi- 
cines in general, bur allo their de» 
grees in temperature, that ſo the di- 
tempered part may be brought to 
irs temperature, and no further z 
for all rhings which are of a contra» 
ry temperature,congduce not to cures 
bur the Rrength of rhe contraricty 


muſt be obſcryed, chat ſo the medi= 
cine may be neither weaker nor 
ſtronger, than juſt ro cake away the 
diſtemper ; for if che diſtemper be 
but meanly hot, and you apply a me= 
dicine cold in the fourrh degree, *cis 
true, you may ſoon remoye thar di- 
temper of heat, and bring agorher of 
cold twice as bad. Galen, de ſamp,med.

Then Secondly, Nor only che di- 
temper ir ſelf, but alſs che part of 
the body diſtempered muſt be heed= 
ed, for if the head be diſtempered 
by heats and you give ſuch medicines 
as cool the Heart or Liver, you will 
bring another Diſcaſe, and not cure 
the former. 

The Degrees then of Temperature 
are to be diligently heeded, which 
antient Phyfitjans have concluded to 
be four in the Qualities, viz, Hear 
and Cold ; of each of which we ſhall 
ſpeak a word or two ſeycrally. 

Of Medicines hot in the 
firſt Degree. 
| Thoſe are ſaid to be hor in the firſt 
degree, which induce a moderate and 
Natural hear to the Body, and to the 
parts thereof; either cold by natureg 
or cooled by accident, by which N= 
tural heat is cheriſhed when weak, os. 
reſtored when wanting,

_ 'trariety to nature; whereas thee are 
grateful ro the body by their mode- 
rate hear,

1.1f the moiſture be nor extreme,ler 
not rhe medicine be extreme dtying- 

2. Let ir be proper to the part of 
the body aMicted; for if the Liyer be 
allied by moiſture, and you go a= 
bour to dry the Brain or Heart, you 
may ſooner kill chan cure.

Alſo this is peculiar to the Brain, 
that it is delighted or offended by

Cepbalical medicines may be found: 
out frem the affeRions of the Brain 
it (elf, The Brain is uſually oppreſ- 
ſed with moiſture in ſuch affliRions, 
therefore give ſuch medicines as very 
gently warm, cleanſe, cur and dry? 
but withal, let them be ſuch as are

Again, if you conſider the fituati.

Take ſuch medicines as are ap= 
propriated to the Eyes under the 
name of [Ocular Medicines ] I do it 
partly to avoid Multiplicity of 
words, and partly co inſtru& my 
Country men in the terms of Arr 
belonging co Phyſick, (1 would have 
called themf{ Ophthalmicks ] had nor 
the word been troubleſome to the 
reading, aiuch more to the under- 
ſtanding of a Country man) as I 
even now call'd ſuch medicines 
[Cephalicks ] as were appropriated to 
the Brain, 

Ocular medicines are two fold , 
viz, ſuch as are referred to the Viifive 
Verrues, and ſuch as ate referred to 
the Eyes themſclyes, 

Such as ſtrengthen the V ifive

feels no hunger when his Body needs 
Nouriſhmenr. 

When Digeſtion is weakned, ir is

When the retentive Faculty is 
ſpoiled, the ſtomach is not able rg 
retain the Food till it be digeſted, 
bur either vomits it up again, or

and Earth,

They are uſed to cleanſe the Sanies 
and other filth of Ulcers, yea, and to 
conſume and eat away the fleſh in 
(elf, as burnt Allum, Precipitatez&c, 
When theſe muſt be uſed , nor 
only the effects of the Ulcers , bur

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quality, Phyſitians are ſcarce able 
to determine, ir being very well 
known to modern Phykitians, though 
the ancient denyed ir, that many 
cold Medicines purge ; for my part 
L ſhall forbear the Diſpute here, 
not becauſe I am not able to anſwer 
ir ; but becauſe I would train up my 
Countrymen firſt a lirtle better in 
the Grounds of Phylick, ir being my 
opinion, That young Phyſicians as 
well as young Chriſtians ought not 
to be led into doubtful Diſputations, 
This is my ſecond Caution. 
Thirdly, There is chis faculty in 
all the Purges of Galen's Model 
( becauſe he gives the whole Simple 
which muſt needs confiſt of divers 
qualities , becauſe the Creation is 
made up of and conſiſts by a a har- 
mony of contraries) there is ( I fay) 
chis Faculty in all Purges of that 
Nature, that they contain in them 
a ſubſtance which is inimical both 
ro the Stomach and Bowels , And 
ſome are of opinion this doth good, 
namely, Proyokes Nature the more 
to expulſion; the reaſon might be 
good if the Foundation of it were 
ſo, for by this Reaſon Nature her 
ſelf ſhould purge, not the Medicine ;
